The board of selectmen, town clerk and constable Robert 
Ross, met at the Selectmen’s Room, Town House, Feb. 16, 1912, 
at 7.30 p. m. and Selectman L. B. Gaskill drew from the juror 
box the names of Hiram B. Leonard and Charles M. Fairbank 
to serve as Traverse Jurors at our Superior Court to be holden at 
Worcester, within and for our county of Worcester on the first 

Monday of March next.

TOWN WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

Worcester ss: 

To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting : 

In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, 
on Monday, the Fourth day of March next, punctually at 9 o’clock 
in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon on said day of meeting), to act upon the following articles, 
namely : 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 
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Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, the following officers to be voted for: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectmen, one Road Commissioner 
for three years, Overseers of Poor, Board of Health, Fence 
Viewers, one Assessor to serve three years, one member of the 
School Committee to serve for three years, five Constables, one 
Trustee of Public Library to serve three years, one Park Com- 
missioner to serve three years, one Tree Warden to serve for one 
year, and a Surveyor of Lumber for one year; also to bring in 
their ballots, “Yes” or “No” in answer to the question: “Shall 
licenses be granted in this town for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors ?” 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the 
Fire Department, and any other officers and committees of said 
Town. 


Article 4. To raise such sum or sums of money as may 
be deemed necessary to defray town charges for the year ensuing, 
and appropriate the same. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Treas- 
urer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, the same to be paid 
from the taxes of 1912. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow money for the purpose of providing funds 
to meet the necessary expenditures of the several departments of 
the Town during the period between the closing of the Town’s 
books on January Ist, 1913 and the end of the municipal year, 
or take any other action in relation thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate all 
unexpended balances of the appropriations for the several de- 
partments remaining in the hands of the Treasurer upon the 
closing of the TTown’s books on January Ist, 1913, to the payment 
of any necessary expenditures of any or all of the several de- 
partments during the period extending from January Ist, 1913, 
the time of the closing of said books, and the end of the municipal 
year, or take any action in relation thereto. 
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Article 8. ‘To see if the Town will appropriate sixty dol- 
lars toward defraying the expense of Memorial Day. 


Article 9. To see if any discount will be allowed on taxes 
paid on or before the first of September, or take any action in 
relation to the same. 


Article 10. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 11. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the collector of taxes for his services. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the Town. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
committee heretofore appointed on fire apparatus to purchase a 
combination automobile pump and hose wagon, raise and appro- 
priate money therefor or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to repair the 
bridges on Freedom Street and at Spindleville, and raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of five thousand dollars or any other amount 
therefor, and authorize the board of road commissioners to make 
any contract or contracts relating to the work connected therewith. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a steam 
roller, and raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-two hundred 
dollars or any other sum for the purpose thereof. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will authorize the board of 
road commissioners to construct a building for the protection of 
the steam roller and other town apparatus and raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of seven hundred and fifty dollars therefor, and au- 
thorize and empower the road commissioners to make a contract 
in relation to the construction of such building. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of one thousand dollars to be expended in the repair of 
South Main street. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will authorize the board of 
road commissioners to purchase a stone crusher boiler and engine, 
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and raise and appropriate the sum of seventeen hundred dollars 
or any other amount therefor. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a 
power spraying outfit and raise and appropriate money therefor 
or take any other action in relation to the same. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to fix the salaries 
or pay of the members of the fire department, or take any action 
in relation to the same. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to locate a street 
light or street lights on Daniels Street and raise and appropriate 
money therefor, or take any action in relation to the same. 


Article 22. ‘To see if the Town will authorize the fire en- 
gineers to locate a hydrant for fire protection at or near the 
junction of Daniels and Highland Streets, and raise and appro- 
priate money therefor, or taken any action in relation to such 
hydrant. ,

TOWN MEETING, MARCH 4, 1912. 


Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in town 
affairs met at Town Hall, and punctually at nine o’clock were 
called to order by the Clerk of said Town, who read the warrant, 
and under: | 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen moderator with 
the use of the check list. 


Article 2. ‘The polls being declared open, balloting for 
town officers, for ‘‘yes’” and ‘‘no” in answer to the question, ‘Shall 
licenses be granted in this town for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors?” then proceeded. 


Article 3. Voted: Unanimously that the report of the 
Selectmen, overseers of poor, school committee, engineers of the 
fire department, and all other officers of the town be accepted as 
prinied. 

Article 4. Voted: That the chair appoint a Finance 
Committee of nine, who shall retire and recommend a list of ap- 
propriations for the year ensuing.

Article 5. Voted: ‘That the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the taxes of the mu- 
nicipal year beginning March 4th, 1912, to an amount not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate $40,000, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred under 
this vote to be paid from the taxes of said municipal year. 


Article 6. Voted: By a unanimous hand vote of 34, that 

the Treasurer be and hereby is authorized to borrow money at 
such times and in such amounts as he shall deem necessary, not 
to exceed $10,000 in all, and to issue therefor the town’s negoti- 
able notes payable at such time or times, not exceeding one year 
from the dates of the same, as he shall deem wise, and to bear in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding 6 per cent., the proceeds of said note 
or notes to be used in defraying the necessary expenditures of the 
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various departments of the town during the period from January 
Ist, 1913, when the books of the town will be closed, and the ex- 
piration of the municipal year. 


Voted: That all payments made by the treasurer on ac- 
count of the several departments after January Ist, 1912, the time 
of the closing of the books of the town, (except as provided for by 
the application thereto of unexpended balances of appropriation) 
be charged against the several appropriations for the respective de- 
partments made for the ensuing year. 


Article 7. Voted: ‘That all unexpended balances of the 
several appropriations remaining in the hands of the Treasurer 
upon the closing of the town’s books on January 1, 1913, be and 
hereby are appropriated for the payment of the necessary expendi- 
tures of the town during the period from the closing of said books 
to the end of the municipal year. 


Article 8. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of 
$60.00 to defray the expense of Memorial Day, said amount to 
be paid Post 22, G. A. R. 


Article 9. Voted: To allow a discount of two per cent. 
on all taxes paid on or before September Ist. 


Article 10. Voted: To turn over to the Library the 
money refunded to the town from the County on account of dog 
tax. 


Article 11. Voted: That the collector of taxes be allowed 
one-half of one per cent. for his services. 


Article 12. Voted: ‘To authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 13. Voted: On the motion of Mr. E. D. Bancroft. 
that the committee heretofore appointed on fire apparatus be 
empewered to purchase a combination automobile pump and hose 
wagon, and such other apparatus as is needed in fighting forest 
fires, and that the sum of $10,000 be raised and appropriated 
therefor. 


Article 14. Voted: On the motion of Mr. E. D. Ogood, 
that the town do repair the bridges on Freedom Street and at 
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Spindleville, and that the sum of five thousand dollars be raised 
and appropriated ‘therefor, and that board of road commissioners 
be authorized and empowered to make such contract or contracts 
relating to the same as they may deem wise. 


Article 15. Voted: That the town do purchase a steam 
roller, and that the sum of $3,200 be raised and appropriated 
therefor. 


Article 16. Voted: That the town authorize the road 
commissioners ‘to construct a building for the protection of the 
steam roller, and that the sum of $750 be raised and appropriated 
therefor, and that the Road Commissioners be authorized to make 
such contract or contracts relating thereto as they may deem wise. 


Article 17. Voted: That the sum of one thousand dollars 
be raised and appropriated for the purpose of repairing South 
Main Street. 


Article 18. Voted: That the road commissioners be au- 
thorized to purchase a stone crusher, boiler and engine, and that 
the sum of seventeen hundred dollars be raised and appropriated 
therefor. 


Article 19. Voted: That the town do purchase a power 
spraying outfit and that the tree warden be and hereby is 
authorized to purchase such power spraying outfit for the town, 
and that the town raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars for the purpose. 


Article 20. After an ‘‘Aye”’ and “No” vote, which was 
doubted, the Moderator called for a hand vote which resulted as 
follows: 19 for, 6 against. 

Voted: That the salary of the Chief of the Fire Department 
be fixed at $100, of the other fire engineers at $75.00 each, and 
other members of the Fire Department at $50.00 each per year. 
Also. that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for 
the same. 


Article 21. Voted: To pass the article. 


Article 22. Voted: To pass the article.

SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were 
in charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or 
deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which 
the birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the 
return. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to be 
reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the physician or 
midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, 
upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has been 
properly reported to him.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
For the Year Ending December 31, I9I2. 


In prosecuting the work of the Tree Warden’s Department in 
setting out and caring for shade trees, there should be a concerted 
actiou among the townspeople to prevent as far as possible the 
ravages of the many insect pests which are not only injuring but 
actually killing some of our best trees, particular reference is made 
to San Jose scale which flourishes on our fruit trees, and this 
last year has been found in a great many colonies on our young 
elms, also on almost all kinds of shrubbery and as it is so easily 
carried from place to place both by wind and birds, it is very 
difficult to entirely exterminate it, but a great improvement has 
been noted in this respect because of many old fruit trees having 
been cut down that were badly infected, and others trimmed up 
that could be saved, cutting and burning all dead and infected 
limbs as a preliminary work before spraying. The scale can be 
kept down materially and at a reasonable expense as this last 
year’s work has shown, by giving attention to the destruction of 
breeding places so far as possible and by thorough spraying. 

The elm leaf beetle has not been in evidence anywhere near- 
ly so much this last year as formerly, most excellent work having 
been accomplished by the use of our power sprayer. All elms, 
large and small, were thoroughly sprayed as well as other trees 
and bushes along the roadside. 

Apparently, the brown tail moth is not gaining and as yet 
but few signs of Gypsy moth have been found in town. 

The green aphis on fruit trees and some shrubs abounded 
the past year and while it retarded growth, did not appear to be 
killing. It should be watched, carefully however, the coming 
season. ) 

The chestnut bark disease has been discovered in several 
places in town and is being watched very carefully to determine 
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___-whether it is spreading rapidly or not. So far it has been found 
mostiy on sprout growth. 
. _ Much good can be done by cleaning up and burning the 
i a brush and worthless bushes around walls and roadsides, and thus 
____ destroy the haunts and breeding places to a great extent of these 
destructive pests, and at the same time do away with fire hazards. 
ee The hearty co-operation of the people of the town with this 
_ department is greatly to be desired and the Tree Warden will be 
pleased to be called upon by those wishing the services of this 
By _ department. The expense to private parties is figured on a stock

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The Park Commissioners herewith submit their Fourteenth 
Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1912. 

This year a large tract of new territory on the easterly side 
of “Darling Hill” so called has been made accessible to the 
public by thinning, cutting the underbrush and putting in new 
roads and foot paths. ‘This section gives fine views of the pond 
and village and will add greatly to the beauty of the Park 
territory. With the completion of the work in this locality there 
will be upwards of six miles of roads and paths in our Park 
System. 

The work of suppression and extermination of Gypsy and 
Brown Tail Moths is carried on by this Department under 
instructions of the Selectmen as heretofore. 

Records show that the Bath House has been made use of by 
7,190 persons of whom 1,191 were women and girls; the largest 
number of bathers on any afternoon was 114. The Sunday 
morning session was well patronized, 613 taking advantage of 
this opportunity. 

The Annual Field Day of the Draper Company Employees 
was as popular as ever, large numbers of outsiders as well as 
our own people attending. 

Base Ball, Tennis and Foot Ball enter largely into the 
use of the Playground, and no section under our jurisdiction 
affords greater pleasure and enjoyment. A Comfort Station 
here is in process of erection. 

Food and shelter are furnished for the birds inhabiting 
our territory. . 

That the Park System of our town gives much pleasure to 
many is beyond question, and the desire of the Commissioners is 
to make it a place where much pleasure may be given to all. 

The usual appropriation of $2,500.00 is recommended.

TEACHERS. 


The teaching force at the high school was reorganized and 
strengthened at the beginning of the current school year. For 
several years Miss Varney had given sixteen periods a week to 
high school work and the remainder of her time to drawing. 
Since September she has devoted her entire time to drawing which 
is her special and favorite subject. Miss Maud L. Hodges, a 
graduate of Boston University, was added to the force, and the 
school was organized with three teachers on full time. These 
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changes made it possible to offer an additional period per week in 
certain important subjects, thus placing our graduates who enter 
higher institutions of learning on the same footing as students 
from other high schools. 

There were two changes among the grade teachers. A higher 
salary and certain advantages of location induced Miss Reed of 
grade seven to resign, and Miss Blanche E. Lyons of Benning- 
ton, Vermont, was elected to.fill the vacancy. The regret at the 
resignation of Miss Smith was somewhat mitigated by the feeling 
that what was our loss was her gain. Miss Smith had taught too 
long and too successfully and had been too closely identified with 
the interests and activities of the town to need any eulogy at this 
time, but this is a good place to emphasize some of the charac- 
teristics of her work. Few teachers ever more clearly exemplified 
the distinction between the forcefulness which maintains order 
and the formative influences by which manners, morals, habits, 
and character are molded. Few more clearly perceived the truth 
that education consists more in preparing the child to become a 
useful member of organized society than in storing his mind 
with facts. Few could more consistently say with Rousseau, 
‘Let him first be a man.” 

Mr. Coe, who succeeded to the principalship made vacant 
by the resignation of Miss Smith, had received a valuable training 
as Educational Director of a large Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation. His experience had made him familiar with the nature 
and needs of boys, both moral and physical as well as intellectual. 
His qualifications for leadership and his faith in boys and girls 
are already producing excellent results. 


THE AIGH SCHOOL, 


The high school is in a position now to do better work than 
ever before. The teaching force is larger, the equipment more 
complete, and the course of study more in harmony with present 
day needs. ‘There will be a corresponding increase in the expense 
of maintenance, and the patrons have a right to expect an equiv- 
alent increase in efficiency. We are making every effort to meet 
this expectation and shall continue to do so, but the task is larger 
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than most people realize. The modern high school is doing 
about the same work that many of the colleges were doing fifty 
years ago. At that time not more than one in a hundred was con- 
sidered qualified to undertake a college course, which, in many 
cases, was not much more difficult than the present high school 
course. Now almost every pupil who succeeds in passing the 
grades applies for admission to the high school, and the majority 
of them expect to finish the course even if they have to be carried 
part of the way. Not the select few, but all claim the right to 
enter what has become, in more senses than one, “the people’s 
college.” 

In the era of small colleges there existed what would now 
be called ‘‘two-teacher high schools,” and these adequately met 
the college entrance requirements of those days. A few such 
schools in later years have succeeded in meeting the constantly 
rising requirements of the colleges, but only in those cases where 
the teachers have been especially devoted and skillful and the 


_pupils particularly ambitious. These are strenuous days edu- 


cationally. Perhaps there was no beef trust that forced up the 
price of meats, but there certainly is an educational trust which 
has forced up the college entrance requirements. On the other 


hand if the student turns his steps toward a technical school, he 


is no better off. Progress in the arts and sciences has been so 
very rapid, inventions and discoveries so numerous, and the 
demands of modern industrial life so complex that the technical 
institutions have been compelled to raise requirements and quicken 
their pace, not to keep up with the educational procession, but 
to keep up with the march of events in the world of practical 
affairs. | 

_ Present educational conditions, requirements, and tendencies 
have been emphasized to show that all high school students need 
to be alert, active, and ambitious; that each day’s tasks should 
be thoroughly and thoughtfully prepared; that the attention must 
be concentrated and the mind active during every recitation ; 
that the instruction should be clear, vigorous, and carefully 
planned; and that, in our own high school, even with its three 
teachers, there will be plenty of work to keep each one fully 
occupied. 
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The facilities for doing reference work at the high school 
have been greatly improved. Mr. Tuttle has recatalogued all 
the books and adopted a more useful classification and convenient 
arrangement. Considerable additional shelf space has been pro- 
vided and a new library table added. Mrs. Annie Knight 
Slaney made a very generous donation of historical works from 
her father’s library, and her kindness is hereby gratefully ac- 
knowledged. 


VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 


This is our second year of wood-working and cooking and 
fourth year of sewing, so time enough has elapsed to justify an 
estimate of the value of these departments. So far as the sewing 
and cooking are concerned, I see no reason to question their 
value, utility, or success. Besides the thoughtful, efficient man- 
agement of Miss Bridges, there may be another cause contribut- 
ing to this very satisfactory condition. Both cooking and sew- 
ing are subjects with the rudiments of which every girl should be 
familiar whether she is destined to become the presiding genius of 
a cottage or a mansion. Practically all girls recognize this, and 
their attitude is therefore favorable, their interest real and per- 
sonal, and their efforts earnest and effective. 

There is no subject of such universal and compelling interest 
to toys. ‘The wood-working comes the nearest to it, and with the 
related drawing, it possesses sufficient merit to justify offering it 
to all the boys in grades eight and nine. By the end of two 
yeats we shall have reached the point of diminishing returns 
so far as the disciplinary value of the subject is concerned. ‘The 
motor minded boys will have found themselves if they are likely 
to do so. ‘The instructor will then be able to separate those who 
have mechanical tastes and aptitudes from those who have not. 
Thenceforth, it seems to me, we should consider vocational ends 
rather than disciplinary. We should offer a more specialized type 
of instruction to fewer boys. 

The phrase manual training when applied to wood-working 
usually suggests the making of models, and formerly it was the 
exception rather than the rule that the student got beyond this 
type of work. Most of the present courses in wood-working be- 
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gin with models, but the student very soon learns to make articles 
of real use either in the school or at home. In some schools of 
practical arts the students make most of the repairs on furniture 
and equipment and produce tables, desks, and bookcases in nicely 
finished quartered oak. | They also make morris-chairs, music- 
cases, and other articles of furniture to be used at home. ‘These 
are known as “projects,” a term used to designate almost any 
utilitarian enterprise in which the pupil depends upon his own 
initiative and resourcefulness supplemented by _ instruction. 
Our pupils pass from models to projects after twenty or thirty 
lessons. [hey seem to be much interested, and the results are all 
that could be expected—in many cases highly creditable. Those 
who expect more should remember that the boys give less than 
five working days per year to this subject. 

The cooking department is trying the experiment of serving 
school lunches, and with every prospect of success. Nothing has 
yet been expended for permanent equipment, and perhaps nothing 


will be needed more than what the manual training department 


can make. Committees of girls are appointed to serve under the 
supervision of Miss Bridges. ‘They plan the lunches, compute 
the cost, estimate selling prices which will guarantee against loss, 
and, after approval by Miss Bridges, proceed to prepare and 
serve. ‘This furnishes the girls a valuable lesson in domestic econ- 
omy. It is our purpose to serve what the pupils want provided 


they want what they ought to have, but of course a school lunch 


should always be hygienic. 

An exhibit of drawing and manual arts was held in October. 
‘The measure of its success may best be judged by those who saw it, 
but the cordial co-operation of teachers and pupils was certainly 
very gratifying. The citizens who served as judges did their 
work with remarkable thoroughness. Seventy cash prizes were 
awarded and thirty-five pupils received honorable mention. A 
food and candy sale was held in connection with the exhibit and 
netted almost forty dollars. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


These subjects have been conducted by the same teachers as 
last year and with the same high degree of efficiency. Any public 
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appearance of-:the high school in a musical part furnishes con- 
vincing evidence of the excellent results in this department. The 


exhibition of drawing in the fall reflected credit upon this depart-. 


ment. It was a well arranged exhibit of high grade work. 


OVERWORK AND HOME WORK. 


On the average the high school student has less than an hour 
and a half per day for study in school. It stands to reason that 
it will be necessary for him to do some studying outside of school 
hours. Two hours of home study per day is considered the 
minimum for satisfactory work by most high school men. In 
many towns and cities a certain amount of home work for the last 
three grades is prescribed by the committee. Very little home 
work is assigned in the lower grades except as a penalty for 
indolence during school hours. In such cases the punishment 
seems to fit the offence. 

Overwork is an unpardonable offence against children 
wherever it occurs, but it is quite doubtful if it is so prevalent in 
schools as some editors seem to think. So far as we are concerned 
there are two facts worthy of mention. According to the pres- 
ent daily program in the ninth grade, approximately 15 per cent. 
of the time is given to recesses and general exercises, 22 per cent. 
to music, drawing, and manual arts, leaving 63 per cent.—less 
than two-thirds—for the essentials. I may add that this pro- 
gram was pretty carefully worked out. ‘The average age of the 
pupils who completed the grammar school course last June was 
fifteen years and three months, which is not far from the average 
for the last ten years, but about a year above normal. It is evi- 
dent that any further reduction of the time or effort given to the 
fundamentals would be unwise. 


TWO DIVISIONS TO A GRADE. 


All the grades are now organized on the two-division plan. 
This is likely to involve a little more work for the teachers, there- 
fore the grace with which they have accepted it is both creditable 
and gratifying. ‘The plan has certain distinct advantages so far 
as the pupils are concerned. It has been charged, and probably 
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with considerable truth, that pupils do not know how to study 
independently ; that they can not use books effectively. | Under 
the two-division plan the teacher is occupied exclusively with the 
division which is reciting, and the other division is compelled 
by force of circumstances to study without assistance. Of course 
all pupils need assistance, but it should be given during the reci- 
tation period. Properly speaking, the recitation period is a 
teaching period, and teaching is ‘“‘causing the child to know.” 
Under the present arrangement the pupils have an opportunity 
to study, to recite, and to be taught. 


eee PA DRICK PRIZES. 


It is some time since reference has been made to these 
prizes, and a somewhat detailed account of them may now be in 
order. ‘The benevolence originated with Mr. Delano Patrick who 
gave thirty-five dollars annually to be divided into three prizes 
of twenty, ten, and five dollars to be awarded for the best three 
essays on any phase of the general subject of universal peace. 
The competition was to be open to all pupils in Milford, Hope- 
dale, Bellingham, and Mendon, but naturally only high school 
pupils have entered the contest. This generosity was repeated 
each year up to the time of Mr. Patrick’s death and since then 
has been continued by his son, Mr. Henry L. Patrick. 

It can not be doubted that these prizes have accomplished a 
great deal of good. ‘They have directed the thoughtful attention 
of many young people to a question of prime importance to all 
civilized nations. They have stimulated an interest and developed 
a facility in a form of composition which has always been con- 
sidered the most difficult to teach. They have encouraged many 
pupils to attempt the difficult art of marshalling facts for a spe- 
cific and definite purpose. The student who was awarded the 
first prize last June recently won a seventy-five dollar grange prize 
in a state-wide competition. We sincerely appreciate the kind- 
ness of the Patricks in so generously encouraging this important 
line of work. 

The harmony which has prevailed throughout the year, the 
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unity of effort, and the cordial support make me especially grate- 
ful to Committee, teachers, parents, and pupils.

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to deposit 
any manuscript or printed matter of any kind, whether book, 
pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, that 
contains any direct or ‘indirect reference to Hopedale. If each 
citizen will bear this in mind, and do his share in the matter, the 
library will eventually contain a more complete history of our 
town than can be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 
will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the twenty-seventh annual report and the twelfth from 
the new building. 

In accordance with the plan of the past five years, the 
report of the librarian follows, with all our statistics, to which 
we call your careful attention. 

For 1911 we reported the largest circulation in the history 
of the library and it gives us great satisfaction to report a con- 
tinued increase, since, during 1912, 26,069 books have been 
circulated. 

The average circulation of books throughout the state per 
capita is only a little over three per cent. and so we desire espe- 
cially to call your attention to our average 12.01 per cent. which 
is among the highest in our Commonwealth. This is due in 
large measure to the untiring efforts of our efficient librarian. 
Her helpers supplement her and our high standard is maintained. 
The circulation is increased, because of the continuance of the 
South Hopedale Branch. Mrs. Smith has doubled the size of 
the original room, had bookcases built around the sides and 
given the whole place a very business like appearance. She has 
been able to increase the interest sufficiently to circulate 2370 
books during 1912 and her percentage of fiction has been only 
52 per cent. for 1912. Mrs. Smith continues to do excellent 
work, where her work is much needed. 

It has been of some interest to keep not only the whole 
number who have used the reading room during the year, but to 
find that of the 9209 who availed themselves of the privilege 
2345 were men. The Sunday opening for the five months has 
seemed well worth while, since 329 have used the library on 
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that day of the week and the number of. hours each person has 
stayed proves that the desire is to really use the reading room 
for the purpose for which it is designed. 

From the Bancroft Fund we have purchased this year the 
New International year book, 1911, and 16 volumes of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, 11th ed. completing with this fund 
the set of 29 volumes. While the Gen. Draper Fund has 
enabled us to add to our mechanical department the following 
books: Breckenridge, Shop problems in mathematics; Dun- 
can, Some chemical problems of today; Elliott, Important tim- 
ber trees of the U. S.; Motorboat hand book, 3 v.; Report of 
‘“Tuck Conference on Scientific Management.” 

_ A library is designed to give all possible information not 
only of the past, but so much as possible of the present, so it 
seemed wise to purchase a new encyclopaedia, and the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica, 11th edition, being considered the best at this 
time, we purchased it and loaned our older edition of the same 
to our High School, where, we learn, it is doing the work which 
we desired. 

We have adopted an approved plan for disinfecting books 
whenever necessary, and the work is being done most conscien- 
tiously. Where there is the least feeling of danger, the books - 
are destroyed; all others, where there is the least need, are 
thoroughly fumigated and made as sanitary as when new. Any 
one interested is invited to examine the process and see the 
great care which is taken to protect our readers. 

The problem of supplying drinking water from the foun- 
tain, under the existing law, was referred to in our last report. 
Experts, both mechanical and artistic have been employed and 
it has not yet been found possible to arrange for general drink- 
ing purposes and retain the wonderful beauty of the fountain. 

That there may be a better light where the later books are 
placed two electric fixtures have been presented and will soon 
be in place. And to try to equalize the heat and have it more 
uniform a thermostat has been presented, which is already 
proving its worth. .

Special attention is also called to the work with the schools, 
teaching as in the past the use of the library to many of the 
pupils, continuing the story hour during July and working with 
the grades which had special books to read during the vacation. 
Mrs. Edward L. Osgood met the various grades on September 
13, and after a brief talk, presented the certificates which were 
earned and five books which had been donated. 

Our expenses have increased somewhat during the past year 
in what seemed to the trustees a naturally legitimate manner. 
Following the plan of some of the other town officers, the 
salary of the janitor was increased to cover the increase in his 
rent. The increase in the price of coal has made another item 
of extra expense and the number of books to be rebound must 
necessarily be larger each year. ‘Then, too, the price of fiction 
and some non-fiction has increased on an average of 20 per cent. 
within the past two years, a fact deplored by ali trustees and 
librarians in the country. 

We respectfully recommend $3000 and proceeds of the dog 
tax for the expenses of the coming year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the sixth annual report: 
CIRCULATION. 


The library has been open 306 week days for the circulation ~ 
of books, with an average of 77 books each day. The largest 
number of books loaned on any one day was 186 on March 23; 
the smallest 23 on November 7. 

The total circulation including the South Hopedale Branch 
was 26,069, a per capita circulation of 12.01 per cent. This 
exceeds last year’s record by 2127 volumes. This increase is 
due principally to the added privilege of a second book of fiction 
to each card holder as the increased per cent. of fiction circulated 
at the main library 76+- practically proves; at the branch, how- 
ever, the per cent of fiction circulated was but 52. 

Of the entire fiction circulation but 38 per cent. was of the 
new or one week books. 

According to a vote passed by the Trustees January 2, 1912, 
each borrower may draw four books at one time, two of which 
may be fiction, but only one seven day fiction. The fine was 
also reduced on the two week books from five to two cents a day 
but remains the same, five cents a day, on seven day books and 
periodicals. 

The juvenile circulation for both branch and main library 
was 5412 volumes or 20 per cent of the whole. 

The circulation of books on Sunday during the hours of 
opening has been continued this year, but during the 22 Sundays 
only 62 books have been borrowed. i 
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READING Room. 


The reading room has been opened 306 days, with 8880 
visitors, an average daily attendance of nearly 29. The library 
has been open in addition 22 Sunday afternoons and used by 329 
visitors, an average of 15 each Sunday. The number of men 
using the reading room, including Sunday was 2345. 


Books. 


During the past year 445 volumes have been added to the 
library and 11 withdrawn. The total number of volumes in the 
library on Dec. 31, was 11,476. About one-eighth of the books 
added were children’s books. 

The interest on the Bancroft Fund was used in purchasing 
the remaining sixteen volumes of the new Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica, completing the set of twenty-nine volumes, thirteen 
volumes of which were paid for from this fund in 1911, and The 
New International Year Book, 1911. 

On Dec. 31, 1912, there remained $114.44 unexpended 
from the original $500 and accrued interest given by the late 
Gen. Draper in 1900. During this year seven volumes, listed 
elsewhere, have been bought making 195 volumes purchased to 
date. 

Miss A. M. Bancroft has given the library the new set of 
Synge’s complete works in four yolumes. 
| Mr. and Mrs. F. E. Ball have given a very attractively 
illustrated set of Shakespeare in three volumes with notes by 
Charles Knight. 

Rev. J. C. Alvord has given the library twenty books dur- 
ing the past four years, all of which have been of recent copy- 
right and much sought after by borrowers. The books given 
this past year were Vallery-Radot’s Life of Pasteur and two 
volumes of the Home University Library. 


SoutH HoprpEpALE BRANCH. 


The branch library at the home of Mrs. A. F. W. Smith, 
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at South Hopedale, has circulated 2370 volumes and has 83 card 
holders. This is exceeding the splendid record of last year by a 
gain of 205 books circulated and 15 borrowers registered. The 
five magazines regularly received, together with the generous gift 
of odd numbers by those interested, has placed the magazine 
circulation at 875 for the year. The complete circulation by 
classes is given elsewhere. A set of about 25 books was loaned 
to the branch by the Massachusetts Agricultural College Library 
at Amherst for two months. During this time these books on 
agriculture were borrowed 31 times. The main library with 
fifteen times as many card-holders has circulated but ten times as 
many books as Mrs. Smith’s carefully conducted branch. 


WoRK WITH THE CHILDREN. 


Certificates were given for prescribed summet reading as in 
1911. The children from grades V through VIII inclusive, read 
and reported on 73 books. Six only persevered and read at least 
the three necessary to secure a certificate. These are the pupils 
to whom certificates were given in the assembly hall of the 
Dutcher Street Building by Mrs. Edward L. act | of the 
Board of Trustees:

Through July, on Tuesday and Friday mornings, stories 
from the legend of King Arthur and the Round Table were told 
to a small but attentive group of boys and girls from Grades III 
and IV. Whentime was left after telling of the story, tales from 
Robinson Crusoe were read. On two occasions, to especially 
please the small girls—the larger part of the audience—an 
adaptation of Frances H. Burnett’s ‘‘Sara Crewe” was related. 
The narrator could have wished the number of children larger, 
but perhaps amid all the attractive doings of a summer morning,

one coud hardly expect many small boys and girls to sit quietly 
to listen even to ‘‘Stories of Cambuscan bold.” 

An interested friend gave five books, one of which was 
given to Roland Lowe who read and reported on every book in 
the seventh grade list, forty-two, one to Louise Canon, who read 
and reported on the next largest number, eight, the other three 
to Elizabeth Ball, Madaline Galloway and Doris Fart, who 
attended every story hour. 

For several years the library has considered plans for help- 
ing the older boys and girls to like better books by hearing them 
read aloud. This year a beginning has been made by the 
librarian reading for an hour each alternate week to the ‘‘Loyal 
Workers,” a club of girls connected with one of the churches in 
town.
